HOUSTON, May 22 — Vice 
President Agnew renewed his 
attack on his critics in 
the “liberal news media” to- 
night, dismissing statements by 
editorial writers and column- 
ists that he and President 
Nixon had contributed to re- 
cent campus disorders with 
their public comments. 

The Vice President also com- 
pared campus rioters to enemy 
soldiers and demanded the ex- 
pulsion from college of the 
“hard core” faculty members 
and students “who want to 
overturn the system for the 
sake of chaos alone.” 

Mr. Agnew’s remarks were 
prepared for a $500-a-plate Re- 
publican dinner at Houston’s 
Shamrock Hilton Hotel, where 
dozens of protesters had 
gathered to jeer him but were 
kept a block away from the 
hotel by the police. 

Mr. Agnew said he had no 
intention , of toning down his 
remarks, as his critics have 
suggested. And he noted that 
President Nixon had not asked 
him to do so. 

“I intend to be heard above 
the din even if it means rais- 
ing my voice,” Mr. Agnew said. 

The Vice President said that 
a frenzy had followed Presi- 
dent Nixon’s order to move 
troops into Cambodia and that 
it had been fanned by editorial- 
ists and columnists in the East 
and elsewhere.

York Times; I. F. Stone, the
